The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance is that prior art does not teach, in combination with the 
other elements of the claimed invention, an air vent cover for attachment to a 
crawlspace wall made of a rectangular panel of unitary construction molded from 
plastic having an integral flat outer surface surrounded by an integral recessed 
peripheral border and an integral recessed inner surface surrounded by an 
integral projecting peripheral border wherein the inner surface is provided with a 
plurality of reinforcing ribs extending across the width of the recessed surface.
